States. 
The New York 
Central was begun in 1830. 
To­ 
day we hare about 150,000 miles of 
railroad. 
The wonderful progress 
of our country in the past 50 years 
has been largely due to our rail­ 
roads. 
Every year the railroads 
open 
vast fields of 
unworked 
wealth. 
It carries civilization and 
prosperity iii its course. 
W ere it 
not for the railroads our cities 
would still hug the Atlantic, or he 
found only along the rivers. 
If 
our railroads were to stop the east 
would starve. 
Travel is safer to ­ 
day than 50 years ago by Hic stage 
coach. 
To no class of persons on our 1 
railroads do we owe more than to I 
our engineers. 
We do not realize 
how much we owe to the men that 
stand at the post of duty, with eye 
upon the track to watch for danger 
and with hand ready to reverse the 
engine. 
For 
our 
comfort 
aud 
safety, how much we owe to the 
sobriety 
firmness 
watchfulness, 
courage and skill of the engineer. 
One neglect of duty, one disobedi­ 
ence ot command and hundreds cf 
lives are jeopardized. 
A train of 
cars is often worth one hundred 
thousand dollars and 
sometimes 
more. We place iii charge of the en­ 
gineer our property and our lives. 
The safety of hundreds of passen­ 
gers are in his hands. At times in a 
moment he is called uj>on to decide, 
and safety or a wreck may he the 
result. 


Sam Hobert wag one of the hest 
engineers on the Boston & Albany 
railroad. 
He was intrusted with 
the fastest train—the night express 
that left Boston for New 
York. 
Out of Boston a little way was one 
place 
of great danger, 
a draw 
bridge, which had to be opened 
for vessels to pass through. 
For 
eighteen months he had passed in 
safety. 
As he came to the place 
he looked for the signal, it was 
all right. 
He only notices a new’ 
man in the place of poor lame Jim . 
On he goes at 30 or 40 miles an 
hour. 
Oh 
horror! the bridge 
oj>en. 
A chasm of 50 feet con 
fronts him with the momentum o: 
a dozen coaches behind him. 
The 
danger almost pluralizes him. 
He 
glances at the open Bible he 
accustomed to carry. 
He catches 
eight of the words “ I will never 
leave thee.” 
He whistles for the 
brakes, his hand siezes the lever 
and reverses the engine. The train 
stops just as the cow-catcher over­ 
looks the chasm. 
How many 
precious lives de­ 
pended upon the skill and energy 
of th at Godly christian engineer. 
It required a sober m ind,not a mind 
unnerved or unsettled by alcliolic 
stimulus. 
This is hut a sample of 
the heroism and danger many an 
engineer braves for the lives of 
the passengers. 
This leads us to speak of the 
improvement of the locomotive en­ 
gineers in the past five years. 
No 
little of this is due to the B rother­ 
hood 
of Locomotive Engineers. 
Says Grand Chief A rthur of the 
order: 
‘We 
have given to the 
railroads and public better engin­ 
eers. 
W e 
have 
reformed 
the 
drunkards. 
We 
have 
reclaimed 
the fallen. 
In many cases we have 
given to the home a better father, 
and to the wife a better husband." 
This organization was formed in 
Detroit, M idi., in 1863. 
It now 
has 304 sub-divisions, and 1,800 
members. 
One 
chief feature of 
the organization is its insurance 
department. 
In the last twenty 
years it has paid to the families of 
dead engineers one million seven 
hundred and fifty two thousand 
dollars. 
Who can tell the inestimable 
benefit which this has brought to 
hundreds of families. 
Certainly 
no man of the Brotherhood ought 
to leave his 
family 
destitute in 
case of death when it is within his 
reach to provide for their future 
wellfare. 
The organization 
if we 
may 
judge from the words of Chief A r­ 
th u r has been of great benefit to 
its members and society. 
One of 
the 
great 
questions 
which 
is 
stirring the 'public to-day is the 
relation of labor and capital. 
The 
public has a right to know what 
is the position of this and every 
other organization to this subject. 
While 
difference may exist be­ 
tween the workman and his em­ 
ployers the pnhlie, which must he 
the chief sufferer has a right to de­ 
mand that it shall not suffer by 
suspension of means of travel aud 
communication. 
In case of griev 
ances the Brotherhood 
seeks by 
means ef its chief ail adjustment 
of difficulties. 
“ Strikes,"{says A rthur, aretoler- 
rated only as a last means to free 
our men 
from 
unnecessary op- 
prefssive treatm ent—never recom­ 
mended. 
This question of labor and cap­ 
ital is a broad cue. 
So long as 
hum an nature is as it is, selfish 
and grasping, there will he op­ 
pression and wrong. 
No legisla­ 
tion can entirely crush it.

As milk is made from the 
food w hich the cow eats, and partakes 
more or less of the quality and flavor 
of tile food, it follows that cows must 
run iii clean, sweet pastures in sum­ 
mer, and that they get hold of no rank- 
flavored vegetation. 
Just the nipping 
of bad-flavored herbage on the way to 
and from the pasture has been known 
to give a bad flavor to the milk and 
to the product manufactured from it. 
Even the breathing of air passing over 
carrion or an onion field has been 
found 
to 
taint 
the milk. 
Salt 
should 
he 
regularly given to the 
cows. 
Salt is not only essential to 
the health of tile cow, but affects the 
churning of t he cream. 
In winter the 
utm ost care should betaken to give 
the cows the right kinds oi food in the 
right pro port ions. 
Early* cut hay, 
say tim othy or orchard grass, with a 
mixture of clover and other sweet 
grasses, if supplemented with corn 
meal and oat mea! or wheat bran 
mixed in equal proportions by weight, 
will make a good teed for blitter. 
It 
is well to always have a little sweet 
ensilage, or fleets or other succulent 
food, and give the cows a mess of it 
once a day. 
It is im portant th at the 
cow should have plenty of clean water 
to drink, and that she should not be 
put to too much trouble to get it. 
Do 
not let cows drink out of stagnant 
ponds or pools. 
In winter it will be 
found of advantage to take the chill 
off from the water given to the cow, 
and to prevent her getting chilled when 
she goes to drink. Too much att en­ 
tion cannot be paid to keeping the cow 
supplied with pure,sweet air. The sup­ 
ply* of air should come in at the cows’ 
heads and pass off at the rear. 
Better 
apply* a little artificial heat than keep 
y*our cows cooped up in a smothering 
atmosphere. 
Absolute cleanliness is 
also indispensable. This applies not 
only* to the surroundings of the ani­ 
mals and their milk products, blit to 
the person and clot bing of the one 
who attends them. 
As to handling 
the milk, the sooner after it is drawn 
from the cow it is strained and set 
for cream raising, tiiebetter. The less 
agitation and the less reduction of 
temperature, t he more rapid and com ­ 
plete will be the separation of cream. 
Carrying milk a long distance is a dis­ 
advantage.

rather an expensive 
luxury.

the ow ner of a road ster argues that 
y o u ’re a m an of m eans, and as every 
one w an ts to appear w ealthy I sup­ 
pose th a t it is th e reason one hears so 
much horse talk . 
T hey talk a b ou t 
yachtsm en being unable to talk of a n y ­ 
thing but their own p articu lar form of 
sp ort, b u t th a t’s nonsense com pared 
to the en thu siasm of a horsem an. 
Y achts are o u t of com m ission six 
m on th s in th e year, b u t a horse is a l­ 
w ays ready. 
“T he horse fever u sually affects men 
ab out as it lias effected a friend of 
m ine w ho started in a year ago. 
He 
has charge of a departm ent in a big 
com m ission house dow n tow n, and his 
sa la ry w as recently increased from 
$ 3 ,5 0 0 to $ 5 ,0 0 0 a year.

Stock Water Oil High Prairies. 
Mr. G. A. Nitchy writes for the quar­ 
terly report of the Kansas state board 
of agriculture: 
The highest portions of centra! and 
western Kansas, 
those form ing the 
“divides” or “backbones” between the 
Arkansas river and the Sm okey Hill, 
between the Sm oky H ill ami the Saline 
and the Solomon, are invariably the 
sm oothest and best agricultural lands. 
Still, they an* to a groat extent yet 
vacant: 
notw ithstanding thnir deep, 
fertle loam, their sm ooth, and frequent­ 
ly quite level surface, their splendid 
dense-turf of natural grasses, settlers 
have been rather slow to occupy them. 
The cause for this backwardness is ap­ 
parent at the first acquaintance with 
these beautiful prairies. 
It is the lack 
of running water. 
W hile the broken 
and frequently rough lands along the 
rivers and their num erous sm all tribu­ 
tary creeks art: nearly all taken up, 
with tfl! their «tbny and gravelly slopes, 
their ?teep bluffs, deep ravines, gulches, 
and canyons, com paratively few have 
ventured to settle on the high, sm ooth 
“ divides” in such beautiful counties a? 
Barton, Russel, Osborne, Elli?, Rush, 
and others. 
The settlers in all these 
countie? find that their pro?f>erity most, 
lie based on rai?ing and feeding stock; 
their agriculture must lie auxiliary to 
their stock interests. 
They can raise 
whiter grains 
for winter pasturage# 
sorghum , m illet, and coin for fattening, 
and in such husbandry they find a sure 
prolit; raising wheat fur the market 
does not pay.

We can not introduce this sub­ 
ject of the engineer and his in­ 
terest better by than a glance at the 
railroad system of America. 
This 
vast system of railroads has grown 
up in the last half century. 
In 
1826 the first road was built in the 
United 
States. 
The New York 
Central was btgun in 1830. 
To­ 
day we bare about 150,000 miles of 
railroad. 
The wonderful progress 
of our country in the past 50 years 
has been largely due to our rail­ 
roads. 
Every year the railroads 
open 
vast fields of 
unworked 
wealth. 
It carries civilization and 
prosperity iu its course. 
Were it 
not for the railroads our cities 
would still hug the Atlantic, or be 
found only along the rivers. 
If 
our railroads were to stop the east 
would starve. 
Travel is safer to­ 
day than 50 years ago by the stage 
coach. 
To no class of persons on our 
railroads do we owe more than to 
our engineers. 
We do not realize 
how much we owe to the men that 
stand at the post of duty, with eye 
upon the track to watch for danger 
and with hand ready to reverse the 
engine. 
For 
our 
comfort 
and 
safety, how much we owe to the 
1 sobriety 
firmness 
watchfulue>s, 
courage and skill of the engineer. 
One neglect of duty, one disobedi­ 
ence of command and hundreds • f 
lives are jeopardized. 
A train of 
cars is often worth one hundred 
thousand dollars and 
sometimes 
more. We place in charge of the en­ 
gineer our property and our lives. 
The safety of hundreds of passen­ 
gers are in his hands. At times in a 
moment he is called upon to decide, 
and safety or a wreck may be the 
result. 


Sam Hobert was one of the best 
engineers on the Boston k Albany 
railroad. 
He was intrusted with 
the fastest train—the night express 
that left Boston for New 
York. 
Out of Boston a little wav was one 
place 
of great danger, 
a draw 
bridge, which had to be opened 
for vessels to pass through. 
For 
eighteen months he had passed in 
safety. 
As he came to the place 
lie looked for the signal, it was 
all right. 
He only notices a new* 
man iu the place of poor lame Jim. 
On he goes at 30 or 40 miles an 
hour. 
Oh 
horror! the bridge is 
open. 
A chasm of 50 feet con­ 
fronts him with the momentum of 
a dozen coaches behind him, 
The 
danger almost paralizes him. 
He 
glances at the open Bible he is 
accustomed to carry. 
He catches 
sight of the words “ I will never 
leave thee.” 
He whistles for the 
brakes, his hand siezes the lever 
and reverses the engine. The train 
stops just as the cow-catcher over­ 
looks the chasm. 
How many 
precious live* de­ 
pended upon the skill and energy 
of that Godly Christian engineer. 
It required a sober mind,not a mind 
unnerved or unsettled by alcholie 
stimulus. 
This is but a sample of 
the heroism and danger many an 
engineer braves for the lives ot 
the passengers. 
This leads us to speak of the 
improvement of the locomotive en­ 
gineers in the past five years. 
No 
little of this is due to the Brother­ 
hood 
of Locomotive Engineers. 
Says Grand Chief A rthur of the 
order: 
‘We 
have given to the 
railroads and public better engin­ 
eers. 
We 
have 
reformed 
the 
drunkards. 
We 
have 
reclaimed 
the fallen. 
Iu many cases we have 
given to the home a better father, 
and to the wife a better husband.” 
This organization was formed in 
Detroit, Mich., in 1863. 
It now 
has 304 sub-divisions, and 1,800 
members. 
One 
chief feature of 
the organization is its insurance 
department. 
In the last twenty 
years it has paid to the families of 
dead engineers one million seven 
hundred and fifty two thousand 
dollars. 
Who can tell the inestimable 
benefit which this has brought to 
hundreds of families. 
Certainly 
no man of the Brotherhood ought 
to leave his family 
destitute in 
case of death when it is w ithin his 
reach to provide for their future 
wellfare. 
The organization 
if we 
may 
judge from the words of Chief A r­ 
thur has been of great benefit to 
its members and society. 
One of 
the 
great 
questions 
which 
is 
stirring the public to-day is the 
relation of labor aud capital. 
The 
public has a right to know what 
is the position of this and every 
other organization to this subject. 
While 
difference may exist be­ 
tween the workman and his em­ 
ployers the pnblic, which must be 
the chief sufferer lias a right to de­ 
mand that it shall not suffer by 
suspensiou of means of travel and 
communication. 
In case of griev 
ances the Brotherhood seeks by 
means of its chief an adjustment 
of difficulties. 
“ Strikes,”|says Arthur, aretoler- 
rated only as a last means to free 
our men 
from 
unnecessary op- 
prefssive treatm ent—never recom­ 
mended. 
This question of labor and cap­ 
ital is a broad oue. 
So long as 
human nature is as it is, selfish 
and grasping, there will be op­ 
pression and wrong. 
No legisla­ 
tion can entirely crush it.
